Citrus Avenue 


Before Rains Come 


No publication as yet has been 


made of the specifications for the 
strip of road of three miles to he 
built by tho county on Citrus avenue 
from the Covina city limits to the 
Junction of the foothill boulevard be- 
tween Glendona and A7.tisa, and for 
this reason some misapprehension ha& 
arisen about it among ranchers in the 
territory affected by tho Improvement. 


The contract will he let for the 


building of the strip on this coming 
Monday, and the highway commission 
has stated that work must commence 
three weeks after the letting of the 
contract at the latest date In order to 
get the work done before the rains. 
The specifications as examined at the 
court-house this week show that the 
strip from the boulevard junction to 
the Dalton wash bridge, will be built 
In concrete eighteen feet wide and 
five Inches thick. This will be of solid 
concrete, and an Inch of wearing sur- 
face of asphalt oil will be placed on 
the top. From the Dalton wash bridge 
to tho Covina city limits the road will 
be built of macadam, after the speri- 
flcat.ions laid down for the county road 
work done on the "good roads." 


Where the concrete is laid the gut- 


ters will bo shallow, so that heavy 
rains will nin in wide streams. 
The 


grade of the road is to t>a made an 
even slope from the mountains, all 
depressions and small rising points 
being brought, strictly to th« scradp. 
Beyond the Dalton wash In the por- 
tion of the road to bo built in mac-a- 
darn, the road will have gutters of th^ 
same speciflcatioTjs as those on th« 
"good roads."

James R. Hodgea, horticultural in-

As to those amendments, there is one out of the eight that appeal* 


on the ballot which might be voted for in the affirmative. This is the 
first one, relating to irrigation districts. It will, if passed, place the 
bonds of irrigation projeet.s on a better basis in the markets. 
Hither- 


to bonds issued by irrigating companies, or for the purpose of financ- 
ing irrigation projects, have suffered in the market. 
There is no 


reason, for instance, why the bonds of the Covina Irrigating Company 
should not be treated with the same respect in bonding circles as 
those issued by the Covina union high school district. Those inter- 
ested in placing irrigation bonds on a rightful basis will vote for this 
first amendment on the ballot. 


There are seven other amendments, and they are all more or less 


bad. 
Don't ignore them. Amendments two, three, and four on the 


ballot are referred to the voters through the referendum petition, 
and relate to the appointment of a registrar of voters. They are on 
the ballot because of a peculiar condition that has grown up in 
Alameda county, and an appeal to the voters of the state is an im- 
position. Such referendum work is unnecessary, as it deals with a 
temporary condition which time and the sane voters will remedy. 


The initiative measure to allow the consolidation of cities of more 


than 350,000 population with contiguous territory is such a brazen 
attempt on the part of Los Angeles and San Francisco to annex rich 
country districts and distribute bonding indebtedness that the voters 
in the country will come down heavily on it. It ought to be buried 
nnder a flood of negation. 


The amendment which begins by stating that it is an act to pro- 


hibit book-making and pool-selling in the state is supposed to be an 
anti-gambling law. relating to race-tracks, which it isn't. It is 
exactly the opposite. 
Public speakers have educated the people on 


this amendment, and it will be voted down. This is one of the first 
hideous children of the initiative parentage. 


The last amendment is another initiative measure, which has come 


to be known as "home rule in taxation." Such conditions as this 
amendment would make are to be found in eastern states, for in- 
stance, in New England, where all cities and towns tax themselves 
for improvements within their own boundaries, and only submit to 
a small taxation for the upkeep of the county expenses in transacting 
the business of the county. It works well in those states, but here, 
in this state, there are square miles upon miles of territory not incor- 
porated, which isn't the fact in older states. The amendment is pre- 
mature. And also, the people are not acquainted at all with the 
provisions. 
It ean just as well wait awhile, and for these reasons 


the people should vote against it. You need only to reflect that there 
is no hurry about such an amendment. 


The suggestion of the Argus is that you vote for the first amend- 


ment, and against all the others. Be sure and vote one way or the 
other on these acts for the designing politician is just as well pleased 
if you ignore them as if you voted for them. Apathy regarding the 
amendments will result in their being carried by a light but sufficient 
vote.

The Three-Mile Boulevard. 


The contract will be let this coming Monday by the board of super- 


visors for the strip of three miles of concrete and asphalt road, be- 
ginning at the Covina city limits on the north on Citrus avenue and 
terminating at the junction with the foothill boulevard, near the 
Sierra Madro mountains, between the cities of Azusa and Glendora. 
A portion of the avenue will be laid in heavy concrete, to prevent the 
erosion by water, as this street carries a large amount of wild water 
in the time of winter rains. The highway commission makes the 
statement that this work will be done at once, in order to have it 
completed before the heavy rains of the latter part of the winter. 


This will connect the three towns of Azusa, Glendora and Covina by 


a permanent highway. It also connects the foothill boulevard with 
the macadam road running through Covina and the center of the 
valley. Covina will then have a macadam county road on the south, 
one on the north, one through the center, and a connecting boulevard. 
No other city in Southern California will be better situated in this 
respect. 
When you speak of Covina, speak of the three great county 


roads running east and west, and the connection of concrete and 
macadam running due north and south. These county boulevards 
join on to the macadam and asphalt of the Covina city streets. The 
street work of the Covina valley in the past three years is something 
to be proud of. 


That High-Line Conduit. 


The Argus does not believe that Los Angeles city will ever build 


a conduit to this valley for the purpose of distributing Owens river 
water for irrigation. 


But, assuming it is an assured fact that the high-line conduit is to 


be built, it would be well to build it in such a way that the storm 
waters of the San Gabriel river might be included in the winter, and 
this wild water distributed in the San Dimas wash, or in the Pudding- 
stone canyon. The conduit, from the point where it reaches the 
San Gabriel river, should be enlarged to include this water. 


It is not to be supposed that this Owens river water will be brought 


here in large quantities in winter, providing that any of it is ever 
brought at any time. The flow of the Owens river is very small in 
the winter, as has been explained in this paper, owing to the intense 
cold in the Sierra Nevada mountains, which does not allow the melt- 
ing of the snow and ice. This would make it feasible to use the con- 
duit for diverting the flood-waters of the San Gabriel. The water 
would do a lot of good by percolation in the San Dima-s wash, and 
it might be possible to store an immense amount of it in what is known 
as the Cannon reservoir site in Puddingstone canyon. 
If the people 


desire it, the Argus will put this in the form of a motion.

Million Dollars for 


Covina Oranges 


Manager W. M. Griswold of the Co- 


vina Fruit Exchange stated this week 
that 11 BO cars of oranges, or 460,000 
boxes, had been shipped during the 
last year through this exchange from 
the Covina Citrus Association and the 
Covina Orange Growers' Association. 
The market taken as a whole through- 
out the year has been good and the 
returns satisfactory to the growers of 
this district. 


Prom a report received from the 


office of the Covina Citrus Association, 
the oranges shipped through 
this 


packing house will net the growers 
$300,000 for the year. As was report- 
ed last week in the Argus, the amount 
netted to the grower from the Covina 
Orange Growers' Association is $270,- 
000. 
In the returns of the Exchange 


is also figured the fniit shipped from 
the Riley packing house at Irwindale, 
but the report does not include the 
shipments from Charter Oak and Ir- 
windale. 
While these districts are 


contiguous to Covina, the fniit is pro- 
rated through the A.C.G. Exchange at 
Azusa, which has shipped 3030 cars 
this year. A change during the year 
has been that of the Charter Oak As- 
sociation, which is now pro-rating 
with the San Dimas Exchange. 


The above figures do not wholly co- 


ver the amount of fruit shipped from 
the Covina district, as there are sev- 
eral independent packing houses not 
shipping fruit through the Fruit Ex- 
change. It is estimated that the gross 
receipts from oranges in Covina ois- 
trict proper for the year is very close 
to one million dollars. Manager Gris- 
wold said this week that the navel 
crop now on the trees is looking very 
good, 
in 
common 
with 
the 
crop 


throughout the state, hut that the esti- 
mate shows that the crop is found 
more plentifully on the outside of the 
trees than has been the case in former 
years.

Ben S. Wheeler, professional politi- 


cal spellbinder from San Francisco, 
was the headliine speaker at the Pro- 
gressive Republican rally last Satur- 
day night.
